To the Chairman and Councillors 
Urban District of Driffield. 


Mr. Chairman, Lady and Gentlemen, 
I have pleasure in presenting the Annual Report for 1968, 


The Registrar General's figure for the mid-year population was 6,930 an 
increase of 10 compared with last year. There were 90 live births and 147 deaths 
compared with 119 births and 143 deaths in 1967. The crude death rate is very 
high, owing to the large number of aged persons in the population, but the 
adjusted rate of 10.8 per 1,000 population is slightly below the figure for 
England and Wales. 


The causes of death follow the expected pattern, with diseases of the heart 
and circulation, and cancer predominating. There were four deaths of infants 
under one year. 


Twenty seven cases of infective jaundice were notified. This disease became 
notifiable for the first time on 15th June. The twenty-seven notified cases are 
part of an extensive outbreak in Driffield Urban and Rural Districts which 
began in February. More than 100 cases are known to have occurred in the area, 
about half of them between April and July, and a few cases were still being 
confirmed at the end of the year. The main outbreak was centred on the infant 
school, with secondary spread in the families of the children, the usual pattern 
for this disease. In young children the disease is usually mild and brief, and 
many cases may have no jaundice even though they are infected. ‘hile an adult 
may be incapacitated for two or three months, a young child may only be ill for 
one or two weeks. This, however, is a problem in itself, as the period of 
infectivity may last four or five weeks. The child who returns to school 
apparently well may then transmit the infection to other children. No exclusion 
period has yet been laid down for school children; in my opinion it should be 
not less than one month. 


The sanitary circumstances of the district changed little during the year. 
Forty-nine samples of the town's water supply were sent for bacteriological 
examination. forty-eight were satisfactory and the remaining unsatisfactory 
one was satisfactory on repeat sampling. 


Sewage continued to be treated at the Riverhead Sewage Works and a further 
Six pail closets were converted to water closets, leaving only six pail closets 
in the district. 


One hundred per cent meat inspection continued to be carried out. The number 
of animals killed was slightly less than in 1967. 


In presenting this Report I would like to express my thanks to Mr. Marsh 
and the staff for their work and help during the year, and also to the Chairman 


and Members of the Public Health Committee for their constant interest and 
support.
